My  Fellow  Alumni: 

Your  school  and  my  school,  having  made  wonder- 
ful strides  forward  in  the  more  than  sixty  years  of  its 
existence,  merits  our  continued  loyalty  and  support. 
We  are  proud  of  its  history  and  its  achievements. 

Today  we  are  facing  greater  challenges  and 
greater  responsibilities  in  helping  her  carry  on  the 
great  tradition  of  educating  the  youth  of  our  State 
and  country.  Northwestern  State  is  boldly  standing 
out  in  front  with  the  leading  institutions  of  our 
country  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  modern  educa- 
tion in  all  its  phases. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities  throughout  the 
world  and  the  return  of  our  fighting  men,  it  is  our 
opportunity  and  our  duty  to  see  that  the  young  men 
and  young  women  of  our  State  are  afforded  the  best 
that  can  be  given  them  in  a  wide  choice  of  curricula, 
in  the  most  efficient  type  of  instruction,  and  in  ade- 
quate and  comfortable  living  conditions  while  they 
are  getting  an  education.  To  this  end,  the  SState 
Board  of  Education  has  adopted  a  program  calling 
for  the  appropriation  of  some  $8,000,000.00  by  the 
State  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
equipping  buildings  at  all  the  colleges  and  special 
schools  under  the  control  of  the  State  Board. 

Of  the  amount  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  Northwestern  State  will  receive  $1,454,000.00; 
and  this  amount,  when  matched  with  federal  funds,  will  give 
our  college  approximately  $3,000,000. 

The  public  school  teachers  of  the  State,  at  the 
session  of  the  Louisiana  Teachers  Association  in 
Alexandria  last  November,  included  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  their  Leg- 
islative program  for  this  year.  With  a  joint  program 
for  the  public  schools  and  for  the  colleges  it  is  neces- 
sary that  each  of  us,  that  groups  of  us,  go  to  see, 
v/rite,  or  otherwise  contact  our  representatives  and 
senators  and  get  their  support  for  the  entire  pro- 
gram. The  education  of  our  children  is  the  best  in- 
vestment the  State  can  make. 
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It  is  also  urged  that  we  contact  our  representatives  and 
senators  in  Washington  to  urge  upon  them  the  passage  of 
the  bill  (H.  R.  4499)  appropriating  money  for  the  schools 
of  the  states. 

The  colleges  of  the  State — Northwestern  State, 
Southwestern,  Louisiana  Tech,  and  Southeastern — 
have  joined  together  in  supporting  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  State  Board  of  Education.  A  Steering 
Committee  has  been  appointed  and  has  asked  an 
audience  with  the  Governor.  This  committee  will 
willingly  work  with  the  Legislative  Committee  of 
the  Louisiana  Teachers  Association  for  the  support 
of  the  combined  programs  of  the  elementary  schools, 
the  secondary  schools,  and  the  colleges. 

A  big  reunion  and  homecoming  is  being  planned 
for  May,  1946,  at  which  time  officers  of  your  Associa- 
tion will  be  elected  and  the  Honor  Roll  of  the  Col- 
lege dedicated.  More  information  and  details  of  the 
program  will  be  given  you  later,  but  begin  planning 
now  to  attend. 

I  am  counting  on  the  active  support  of  all  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  institution  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
gram outlined  above.

Prior  to  the  naming  of  these  buildings,  the  only  other 
buildings  on  the  campus  that  had  been  dignified  with  appro- 
priate names  are  Caspari  Hall,  Caldwell  Hall,  Warren  Easton 
Hall,  and  Varnado  Hall.  It  is  the  expressed  desire  of  many 
students,  members  of  the  faculty,  and  alumni  of  the  College 
that  suitable  names  should  be  selected  for  other  unnamed 
buildings  on  the  campus.  Such  names  could  be  selected  from 
Louisiana  leaders,  educators,  people  who  have  made  out- 
standing contributions  to  the  College,  famous  historical 
figures,  geographical  regions,  local  color,  etc. 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  which  is  called,  for 
want  of  a  better  name,  the  Co-ordinating  Naming  Commit- 
tee, whose  duty  will  be  to  gather  all  possible  suggestions  for 
names  of  the  presently  unnamed  buildings  on  the  campus, 
compile  the  returns,  and  submit  these  suggestions  to  alumni, 
faculty,  and  students  for  a  vote  of  their  preference.  Need- 
less to  say,  this  work  will  require  much  time  and  considera- 
tion.  The  cominittee  does  not  contemplate  any  hasty  action, 


and  this  project  will  extend,  no  doubt,  into  months  and  years 
before  it  approaches  completion.  To  understand  the  scope 
of  the  problem,  one  should  be  reminded  that  the  following 
buildings  have  no  names  other  than  designations  for  recogni- 
tion purposes:  Men's  Dormitory  (commonly  called  Brick 
Shack),  Infirmary,  Women's  Gymnasium,  Men's  Gymnasium, 
Science  Building,  Student  Center  or  Field  House,  Natator- 
ium.  Fine  Arts  Building  and  Auditorium,  Stadium,  and  Li- 
brary. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  committee  that  every  alumnus,  for- 
mer student,  faculty  member,  and  member  of  the  Student 
Body  submit  a  list  of  names  that  would  be  appropriate  for 
the  buildings  mentioned.  You  may  submit  names  for  the 
entire  group  or  a  name  desired  for  each  building  listed.  Give 
your  best  thought  to  this  project  and  send  your  suggested 
names  in  as  soon  as  possible.  Mail  suggestions  to  Editor, 
Alumni  Columns,  Northwestern  State  College,  Natchitoches, 
Louisiana,  and  they  will  be  delivered  to  the  committee.

Though  the  Demons  developed 
into  a  strong  defensive  team  (no  opponent  other  than  Mis- 
sissippi State  scored  more  than  three  touchdowns),  their 
offensive  power  was  never  developed  to  a  high  degree  in  pay 
dirt  territory.

I 
was  badly  shot  up  over  Japan  some 
weeks  ago  and  very  nearly  lost  my  life. 
The  plane  was  so  badly  shot  up  that  it 
was  junked."

On 
V-J  day  the  battalion  seemed  to  be  no- 
body's child,  having  served  with  the  77th 
Division,  the  7th  Army,  8th  Army,  and 
10th  Army;  unable  to  get  back  to  their 
original  77th,  they  were  looking  for  some 
generous  Stateside  outfit  to  adopt  them.

Chaplain  William  E.  (Bill)  Wright  of 
the  U.  S.  Navy,  a  former  student  of  the 
College  and  graduate  of  Texas  Christian 
University  and  Brite  College  of  the  Bible, 
writes  an  interesting  sidelight  on  the 
landing  at  Iwo  Jima  from  the  Chaplain's 
point  of  view.  Chaplain  Wright  stated: 
"It  was  not  on  February  18  or  19  that 
the  Marines  began  to  pray,  although  on 
the  latter  day  they  landed  on  the  rugged, 
fortified  beaches  of  Iwo  Jima.  They  had 
boarded  the  ships  that  were  to  carry 
them  to  their  olDJective  weeks  prior  to 
the  landing.  On  this  specific  ship  there 
was  the  ship's  chaplain,  new  to  combat 
areas,  but  seasoned  with  a  year's  experi- 
ence with  service  men.  He  knew  their 
needs  and  their  attitudes  toward  life. 
Preparations  were  made  long  in  advance 
for  the  reception  of  the  ship's  load  of 
combat  troops  .  .  .  The  troops  streamed 
aboard  in  single  file.  All  that  could  be 
seen  about  the  decks  was  the  olive  drab, 
which  rapidly  absorbed  the  Navy  blue. 
With  these  men  came  a  Chaplain.  He 
too  was  ready.  His  men  knew  and  re- 
spected him.  They  had  tasted  of  death 
before.  They  did  not  have  to  be  told  to 
pray.  They  prayed!  How  do  I  know  they 
prayed?  Becau.se  they  lived,  fought,  and 
died  courageously.  They  know  their  odds 
and  they  had  long  since  discovered  that 
they  were  not  self-.sufficient. 

"From  the  first  day  that  troops  em- 
barked, services  began.  The  ship's  chap- 
lain made  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  time  and  place  of  services.   The 


sincerity  of  these  men  was  unquestion- 
able. This  was  no  novitiate  for  men  who 
came  to  worship  paradoxically,  nor  were 
they  men  who  came  in  the  fading  light 
attempting  to  be  freed  from  something 
at  the  last  minute.  These  .services  repre- 
sented men  who  were  becoming  masters 
of  their  lives.  The  man  came  to  services 
and  stood  up  to  pray.  There  was  no  sit- 
ting space  for  that.  The  weather  was  hot 
and  each  man  left  the  .service  soaked 
with  perspiration,  but  each  time  he  re- 
turned for  more  spiritual  help.  .  .  ." 

Chaplain  Wright  attended  the  Chap- 
lains School  at  William  and  Mary,  Vir- 
ginia, and  did  temporary  duty  at  Naval 
Operating  Ba.se,  Norfolk,  and  with  the 
Marines  at  Quantico,  Virginia.  He  was 
then  assigned  to  Treasure  Island,  San 
Franci-sco,  on  the  receiving  ship  for  ten 
months  prior  to  sailing  on  the  USS  Mel- 
lette.

The  traditional  "Sadie  Hawkins"  day 
was  revived  on  the  campus  this  fall  on 
November  3,  when  the  student  body 
went  "Dogpatch"  in  quite  a  realistic 
manner.  The  top  picture  illustrates  the 
"Zero  Hour,"  when  a  large  group  of  eligi- 
ble males  were  lined  up  on  the  starting 
line  awaiting  the  whistle  for  the  big  race, 
the  results  of  which  would  determine 
whether  they  should  continue  in  a  state 
of  single  bliss  or  be  captured  by  one  of 
the  designing  females  lined  up  a  short 
distance  behind  them.  The  female  of  the 
species  in  Dogpatch  are  known  to  be 
swifter  of  foot  than  the  male;  hence  the 
handicap  given  the  poor  males.  Not  only 
are  they  more  fleet  of  foot,  but  the 
stigma  of  remaining  single,  unloved,  un- 
appreciated, and  "uncrowned"  spurs 
them  on  for  the  chase,  since  the  list  of 
eligibles  are  not  sufficient  in  number 
for  all  of  them  to  be  successful  in  cap- 
turing husbands. 

In  the  middle  picture  the  race  has 
begun,  and  so  swift  is  the  movement 
that  the  landscape  in  the  background 
slides  into  a  blur.  Flying  heels  of  the 
males  seem  to  be  no  match  for  the  leader 
of  the  Sadie  Hawkins  clan,  since  even  in 
the  early  moments  of  the  race  they  are 
rapidly  gaining  on  their  prey. 

At  the  end  of  the  race,  the  victors  and 
the  vanquished  line  up  in  front,  bottom 
picture,  while  "Marryin'  Sam"  rides  herd 
on  them,  ready  to  perform  his  duty  of 
hitching  up  the  victims  in  a  thoroughly 
legal  manner.

Beverly  C.  Caldwell,  in  whose  honor  the 
main  administration  building  of  the  College 
was  named,  became  President  of  the  old  Lou- 
isiana State  Normal  School  in  1896  and 
served  with  marked  distinction  until  1908, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  the  late  James 
B.  Aswell. 

Perhaps  no  man  in  the  early  history  of 
this  institution  contributed  more  to  the  lives 
of  students,  faculty,  and  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity than  did  Mr.  Caldwell.  Mrs.  Wyno- 
nah  Breazeale  Johnson,  a  student  during  Mr. 
Caldwell's  presidency,  pays  the  following 
tribute  to  his  noble  character: 

"He  knew  everyone  of  the  hundreds  who 
had  been  at  Normal.  More  than  that,  he 
knew  where  they  came  from,  their  homes, 
parents,  gifts,  ambitions;  he  knew  where  they 
taught,  what  they  had  done,  and  what  they 
hoped  to  do. 

"At  the  flower  show  in  the  old  courthouse 
Mr.  Caldwell  would  talk  on  roses;  at  the  fair 
he  talked  to  farmers  about  stock  and  cotton, 


boll  weevil  and  rotation.  To  young  mothers 
he  talked  about  better  babies;  to  housewives, 
about  jellies  and  pickles;  to  art  students, 
about  water  colors;  and  to  mechanics,  about 
the  latest  improvements  in  machinery. 

"And  still  the  wonder  grew 
That  one  small  head  could  carry  all  he 
knew. 

"Some  folk  achieve  monuments  of  bronze 
or  marble.  To  some  we  dedicate  a  grove,  a 
building,  a  temple.  Throughout  Louisiana,  in 
the  hearts  of  mothers  and  fathers  and  their 
children,  are  the  warm  and  living  shrines 
of  love  and  appreciation  for  Beverly  C.  Cald- 
well, who  taught,  guided,  helped,  inspired, 
and,  most  of  all,  loved  and  believed  in  his 
boys  and  girls." 

In  behalf  of  the  students,  the  faculty,  and 
the  administrative  officers  The  Columns  adds 
its  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Beverly  C.  Cald- 
well. To  the  bereaved  members  of  his  family 
we  extend  heartfelt  sympathy.
